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CLASS HISTORY 



BEFORE 

The ego of a Freshman is excelled by none except the English. It was in such a spirit that we entered 
upon our work in August, 1925. From Virginia, West Virginia, Tennessee, Florida, Georgia, and other 
States we came, until the total enrollment for the year had reached thirty-two. Some of us came wearing 
medals won in high school back at home, while about all there was still the glamor of the graduating exer- 
cises of the previous spring. It seemed that any one with a high-school diploma must be a very learned 
person from the atmosphere that we created. 

It was only about a month later that the class as a whole began to murmur : "I know I knowed some- 
thing when I came here, but I'll be jiggered if ole Genung isn't about to get me down !" Then after listen- 
ing to a few of Professor Allison's lectures on his pet theme of "You don't know what it's all about, any- 
way," we were willing to admit that we did not. 

In our first class meeting an effort was made to bring order out of chaos by organizing. Conley Dicken- 
son was elected to steer the class's, course for the year, with Barnes Crockett as his assistant. Hazel Jones 
was selected as Secretary and Treasurer, and L, H. Greenwood for Reporter. L. M. Gillenwater acted as 
Yell Leader, and Professor Dickenson consented to sponsor us for the year. 

Realizing the tremendous strain which we were undergoing, due to the burning of too much midnight oil 
for studying, our new President ordered a halt, and arrangements were made for a class picnic. On Mon- 
day morning we set out, loaded with pots and pans, for Johnson's Spring. The morning was well spent 
when we arrived at our destination. So immediate preparations were made for the "feed." At noon we 
were called to eat, and for once no one was late. In the afternoon we were given liberty, and it was a sight 
at the courting that was done. Even Joe Orr looked guilty, and who knows but what he wasn't? Maybe it 
was the social privileges that caused every one to have such a good time, or maybe it was just the weather. 
Anyway, the President's plan had worked, for by the time the first-quarter examinations were over we had 
lost some of our ambition to study, and our grades had relieved us of a considerable portion of our egotism. 

In athletics our class excelled in all branches. On the football field we placed seven star players, they 
being Gillenwater, Kennedy, Crockett, Youell, Sheets, Ghormley, and Dickenson. On the Varsity Basket- 
ball Team we played Dickenson, Byrd, and Crockett ; and Kennedy, Dickenson, Crockett, Byrd, and Youell 
represented us on the Baseball Team. With such a force of athletes as these, it is not surprising that we 
walked away with the inter-class loving cup. In basketball, baseball, volleyball, tennis, and soccer, even 
horseshoe pitching, we won over all our opponents ; and if they had played checkers, it is possible we would 
have won in it. 

Our Freshman year was fittingly climaxed with the banquet which we gave in honor of the departing 
Sophomores. The dining hall was elaborately decorated for the occasion with class colors, the same scheme 
holding good for the tables. The menu was one of many French names, but turned out to be real American 
eats, served by girls selected from the lower classes. The program, under the direction of Conley Dicken- 
son, who acted as toastmaster, consisted of musical numbers and readings, intermingled with short talks. 
The same class spirit which had predominated us throughout the year never failed us upon this occasion, 
and every one declared the affair to be a great success. 

AFTER 

The summer vacation of 1926 passed all too quickly, and August 24 found us back in school. Many of the 
familiar faces of the past year were replaced by new ones. They were strangers to us then, but we soon 
grew to love them, and now they seem as much a part of us as were those who did not return. With their 
coming, our class enrollment grew to within one of the number enrolled the previous year, when there were 
thirty-two. 

At an early date the class was called together to organize. This year L. M. Gillenwater was elected for 
President, with Joe Byrd for Vice President. Eva Lee Johnson was selected for Secretary and Treasurer, 
and L. H. Greenwood was reelected Reporter for the class. Olin Troy was chosen as Yell Leader, and Pro- 
fessor Allison agreed to sponsor us during the year. 

Not unlike our President of the preceding year, Mr. Gillenwater realized the necessity for relief work 
among his ever-studious followers, and immediately made arrangements for our annual picnic. This year 
Nile's Ferry, over on the Little Tennessee, was selected. It proved an ideal location and a great relief from 
the hot September sun. Permission was gained from Mrs. Allison for the girls to go in bathing, and it 
wasn't long before the splash made by both girls and boys hitting the water could be heard. It was said 
that Hazel Jones got so excited that she forgot to change to her bathing suit before she went in. 

The bathing did not last long, for the cool water, coupled with the aroma of cooking food from the bank 
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above, proved too great an appetizer, and most of us were assembled ready for the eats before the call had 
ever been given. The repast which was set before us was fit for a king, but I am afraid we did not eat it 
with manners becoming royalty, for it was not long before the last morsel had disappeared. The long, 
pleasant afternoon was mostly spent in taking social privileges, and from the number taking them I don't 
believe a better manner of entertainment could have been chosen. We were sorry when the time came to 
return home, but all things must end. 

Early in his administration our President announced his platform to the class. It consisted of three 
main points, which were: (1) an Annual! (2) an Annual!! (3) an Annual!!! Before the year had pro- 
gressed far we realized that he intended to carry out his plan and publish one ; so we fell to his support 
and elected the Annual Staff. After that we had Annual for breakfast, dinner, and supper. It was no 
easy task which we had set ourselves to do, and we were not long in finding it out. To get the money, to 
make the pictures, obtain advertisements, and all that goes with the making of an Annual was ours for 
nine months. But with such dogged determination and leadership, we were sure of successfully doing what 
no other class had entertained the slightest hopes of accomplishing. Due to Gillenwater's untiring efforts 
and the hearty support of both staff and the school, our goal was attained, and to-day we have published 
the first volume of Pretty Fawn. It is to be hoped that we have set the example for the classes which are 
to follow. t> 

The last portion of our sojourn at the Grand Ole Institution might be termed the "Social Era. For 
two months we were attending social events and banquets, given one after the other for us by the Faculty 
and students. 

The ball was started rolling by a St. Patrick's Day dinner, which was tendered us by President and Mrs. 
Reedy. A section of the dining room was formed into an alcove for the occasion by a lattice of green 
and white. Within the alcove the tables were attractively arranged, and ideas of St. Patrick were carried 
out in all the details. Unique place cards and candy pipes of green, with candles in holders of Irish pota- 
toes, were found at each plate. Professor Reedy acted as toastmaster for the evening, and the company 
was' delightfully entertained with musical selections by Misses Snider and Bacon. While the dinner was in 
progress! President Reedy called upon various members of the Faculty and class for speeches. Ready re- 
sponses were forthcoming, and anecdotes of Irish humor flew thick and fast. As the candles began to 
burn low and the repast grew to a gradual close, the speeches began to have a more serious turn, and 
there was present that intangible atmosphere of intermingled sadness and joy. The occasion will always 
be remembered as one of the most pleasant events of our days at Hiwassee. 

For April 18 the class received invitations from the Freshmen to attend a banquet at the Kefauver Hotel. 
Promptly at seven o'clock that night the party assembled at Lawerence Home and motored to the scene of 
festivity. Upon entering the spacious dining room, each guest was presented with a boutonniere of violets 
and sweet peas, the flowers of each class. The room was elaborately decorated, with the colors of both 
classes intermingled with the white lilies of Eastertide. Tom Magill, the Vice President of the Freshmen, 
acted as toastmaster, and ruled the assembly with great ceremony. His address of welcome was responded 
to by our own President, Lester Gillen water. An entertaining musical program was in order while the 
courses were being served. Each guest was awarded a beautiful souvenir of the occasion, but a speech 
from each was demanded before possession could be taken. Thus a constant stream of fun and good cheer 
was maintained. It was ail in fun, but a tinge of sadness again prevailed as the banquet came to a close, 
for we all realized that this was another step nearer the time when we should have to tell these good 
friends of ours farewell. The banquet proved to be the most successful in the history of the school, and 
the Freshmen are to be congratulated. We wish for them the same pleasure next year, when they shall be 
the guests. 

I will attempt to list only one more of these social events to which we were invited. That was the 
alumni banquet of May 0. The dining hall was the scene of this festivity, and Professor Callahan, Presi- 
dent of the association, officiated at this affair. Many were the talks that were given by the past students 
of our Alma Mater concerning its past glory and that which the future had in store for it. The spirit of 
the assembly tended to make us welcome. We were filled with a new spirit of loyalty which we had not 
known before, and we were made to realize that as students we no longer existed, but that we had auto- 
matically become members of the Alumni Association, and to it we pledged our support. 

We had entered our Freshman year egotistical to the extreme, but the morning of the 14th found us in an 
entirely different frame of mind. Upon the threshold of life we stood, waiting to enter and learn from 
her, her secrets. To be sure, we were proud, and we must have looked very wise in our caps and gowns, 
but within we knew only a longing to know more. 

Graduation Day is bitter-sweet. To have finished our work, to have made a success, was joy ; but to 
break the bonds of friendship and school ties which we had learned to love so dearly was misery. To 
receive our sheepskin was pleasure, but to shake the hand which gave it to us in farewell was sorrow ; and 
so we pass "out of school life into life's school."

I just knew Zula would make an ideal wife for a 
Methodist preacher. She was always so practical as well as gifted. I wager she wins as many souls for 
the kingdom as her illustrious husband.
